ALTHOUGH School Spirit, the theme of this issue of our "Kelvin Year 
Book," is intangible and, therefore difficult to define, it is nevertheless a 
very precious possession of any student. School Spirit includes not only 
enthusiastic support of school activities, good sportsmanship, co-operation, 
loyalty, and pride in the school and its traditions, but also such basic and 
very important things as courtesy and proper behaviour. 

Yes, there is much more to School Spirit than turning out to cheer 
school teams, singing the School Song, or loudly shouting the School Yell. 
There is, above"all, the willingness to give one's best to both the curricular 
and extra-curricular activities and to place the good name and welfare of 
the school before all selfish interests. 

Such a Spirit pervaded the life of the late Gerald Riddell, a graduate 
of Kelvin in 1925 and Canada's permanent representative to the United 
Nations. Gerald was School President, winner of the Governor-General's 
Medal, and was largely responsible for Kelvin's first real Year Book. His 
recent untimely death cut short his splendid record of service to his country 
and mankind through the U. N. O. His adult life reflected the fine sense 
of values and Spirit which he showed in his years at Kelvin. 

In this sense, then, School Spirit is the forerunner of that kindred Spirit 
of Service which characterizes the good citizen of any democratic community.

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL'S MEDAL, the highest honor 
obtainable in Kelvin, is awarded on the basis of 50% for 
scholastic standing, 25% for qualities of leadership, and 25% 
for participation in athletics. Last year's winner was Roy 
Vincent. Roy was editor-in-chief of the Yearbook during 
1949-50 and was assistant editor during 1948-49. In addi¬ 
tion to that he achieved a 91% average. He was also a 
member of the inter-high skating and soccer teams and 
participated in inter-class basketball. 

Each year the boy and girl in level II who have the highest 
scholastic standing on the final examinations receive the Dux 
Scholarship Award. Last year Joan Cohen and Leonard 
Peikoff were presented this award with averages of 91% 
and 93% respectively. 

The Dux Citizenship Award is given to the boy and girl 
who because of their participation in school activities are 
considered the most likely to make good citizens. The winners 
of this award for 1949-50 were Lynn Honeyman and Richard 
Allden. Last year Lynn was on the year book editorial staff 
and the opera production staff. She was also a cheerleader 
and a member of the inter-high and inter-class basketball 
and volleyball teams. Richard was class vice-president and 
was a member on the inter-high basketball, skating, and 
soccer teams. In addition to that, he played inter-class basket¬ 
ball, hockey and soccer. He was also a member of Eaton's 
Junior Executive.

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THE RED RIVER

NEARLY everyone in this fair city, indeed, in the 
whole of southern Manitoba, has had some connection, 
either intimate or otherwise, with the murky, rising 
waters of the old Red River. As a result, there has 
been a bumper crop of stories, myths, and fables which 
originated with the flood of 1950 and which will be 
handed down to eager generations of children and grand¬ 
children for a long time to come. And now half through 
sense of duty and half through necessity, I pass this 
little anecdote on to you, so that you may smile or 
weep as you see fit. 

From the station platform in the town of Morris in 
the province of Manitoba, one looks south down the 
Canadian National Railway line to see the town of St.

The countryside around is low and flat with the railway 
embankment standing on the average perhaps ten feet 
above the natural ground level. 

It was on this station platform and on this stretch 
of track that our story takes place. It was about five 
o'clock in the afternoon on a day in May, 1950. The 
last rescue train had pulled out of Morris and was slowly 
making its way, through three or four feet of rushing 
water, towards Winnipeg. A small group of men, rail¬ 
roaders and farmers, were seated on the station plat¬ 
form planning to make one last stand against the rising 
flood waters. As twilight came on, they chanced to look 
out towards St. Jean where, much to their surprise, they 


beheld the lonely figure of a man up to his hips in 
water, and feeling his way along the top of the railway 
embankment by means of a pole about ten feet in 
length. The raging waters sweeping on every side of 
him were so cold and swift that he would never have 
stood a chance if he had stepped off, or was swept off 
the narrow path along the top of the embankment. 
Apparently he was a farmer making his way to market 
to sell his produce. The group on the station platform 
were amazed to see how stupid people could be, and 
since the majority were railroaders, it was decided to 
leave this poor farmer to his fate. For about half an 
hour they watched the fellow feel along with his stick 
like a blind man, about a mile from their dry seats. 
Then, to their horror, as they watched, the man slipped 
up to his chest, apparently having stepped in an unseen 
hole. Immediately the man fumbled in the bag which 
hung just above the water under his chin and whipped 
out a red signal fuse which he instantly lit and began 
to wave, frantically, above his head. In the gloom of 
the on-coming night, it was a signal to behold. 

"My God," shouted a watcher, "-it's a railroader!" 
And immediately two of the trackmen jumped into a 
rowboat tied to the platform, and began to pull towards 
the red light in the distance. Three quarters of an hour 
later, the rescued and the rescuers were seated around 
the table in the station having a cup of tea (which the 
fellow had in his bag) to brace them up a bit. 

This story particularly amuses me because the fellow 
was my father. 


JERUSALEM

WHEN I think of this City of Cities, what must be 
the thousand and one thoughts that overwhelm me? Is 
it that this place has been hallowed by the voices of 
six thousand years? Or that there is here the heart and 
brain of the State of Israel and, in the larger sense, of 
Israel throughout the world? Or that here is a city 
which recently withstood one of the world's cruelest 
sieges? 

Approaching from Fil Avis, the splendid, dazzling 
picture of the city comes at a turn of the road—not 
all the city, but enough to see the building outlines and 
the mirage-like appearance of the whole. At first I drive 
through a lovely residential district, the Nehavia quarter, 
where the neat stone houses are made attractive by 
the trees, gardens, and plants. Here there is little wealth, 
but no poverty. 

Now into the business section! "Business section in 
Jerusalem?" 1 heard some sceptic cry out. Well, why 
not? This may be a holy city but people have to earn 
a living also. So I go on to Zion Square, which is frankly 
no different from any other square, block upon block of 
shops—clothing, food, souvenirs, and above all, books. 
Many of the new immigrants rent a hole in the wall 
and become booksellers. 

The main streets are smooth and well paved as in 
most cities of one hundred and fifty thousand people. 
The apartment houses are beautiful, glittering white in 
the sun, with balconies which command a panoramic 


view. Ben Yihuds Street shows signs of scandalous de¬ 
struction. A complete city block turned into a mass of 
rubble and twisted steel sent a shudder through me. 

Evenings in Jerusalem are cool, for, set high up in 
the hills like an up-raised chalice, the city basks in the 
breezes. 

Gradually the city is widening itself so that the numer¬ 
ous suburbs are taking on a great importance. Only in 
one direction is there no expansion, where the Old City 
joins the New. This partition of Jerusalem is one of 
the tragedies of war. Standing on top of a roof, I see 
the wall that divides the city into two, and I watch 
Arab buses go from Old Jerusalem towards Bethlehem. 
To think that inside the Old City is the Wailing Wall, 
remnant from the Temple and, throughout the centuries, 
the symbol of Jewish hope. Yet today no Jew may enter 
the City of King David, nor stand with bowed head 
beside the Wailing Wall where for generations he has 
mourned the lost glories of Israel. Neither may he freely 
enter the Hebrew University on Mount Scopus. Thus is 
it any wonder then, that a trip to Jerusalem has a 
sobering and saddening effect on one? 

As I leave the city, I repeat to myself the famous 
words of Hergh, the founder of Zionism: 

"Truly Jerusalem is the heart of Israel, the spiritual 
centre for Jews and Christians alike. So let us all realize 
the importance of keeping her in peace."

Any canned food, 
whether unsweetened or sweetened with any sugar will spoil if not sterilized 
properly. 

It may also help in destroying these prejudices to mention that cane 
sugar has been practically unknown on the European continent since 
Napoleon, and only beet sugar used for all purposes without any disad¬ 
vantage as to quality, sweetness or anything else.
